Scout counselor is 
charged for sex acts

A 47-year-oid Boy Scout volunteer counselor from Apple Val- 
ley has been charged in Dakota County Court with 11 counts of 
first-degree and second-degree criminal sexual conduct against 
four Boy Scouts. 

Floyd Fenten Pietz, 47, of 148 Garden View Drive, was 
charged in court at Hastings on Tuesday. 

Judge Jack Mitchell set bail at $25,000. and Pietz was con- 
fined in the county jail. Pietz is scheduled to appear in District 
Court at 8:30 a.m. "Monday. . 

According to the complaint. Pietz allegedly sexually assault- 
ed the boys, ages 12 to 11 between December 1930 and Oct. 9 of 
this year.' 

Assistant County Attorney Thomas Bibus said two alleged as- 
saults occurred at the Pietz home and several other alleged 
assaults occurred during camping and fishing trips to Fort 
Sneiling State Park in Mendota Heights and at Crystal Lake in 
Burnsviile. 

The complaint alleged that Pietz performed sexual acts with 
the bovs. The investigation by Dakota County sheriff's deputies 
and Lakeville police followed a complaint against Pietz by a 
Boy Scout official. Bibus said. 

Pietz has been associated with the Indianhead Council Boy 
Scouts of America, a council official said.
